It surely is cause for thankfulness that Rome has 
thus cleared the Church of England of any complicity with her Christ 
denying sacrificial system. Those who want genuine sacerdotalism must go to 
Rome for it. Ritualism is but a poor imitation of it. 


It would be well, indeed, if the many earnest and conscientious High 
Churchmen who uphold sacerdotalism could be induced by this pronouncement 
of the Pope, which in their eyes must be of some importance, to investigate 
afresh the whole question of whether the Christian ministry, as described in 
the New Testament, contains this sacerdotal element at all? Whether it was 
not a later corruption which brought in, partly from heathen associations and 
partly from Jewish influences, in the end carried all before it and made the 
Christian ministry—not to say Christianity itselfi—something very different 
from what it had originally been, as founded by Christ and His Apostles. 
“The Kingdom of Christ”—wrote the late Bishop Lightfoot in his commentary 
on the Philippians—has no sacerdotal system. It interposes no sacrificial 
tribe or class between God and man, by whose intervention alone God is 
reconciled and man forgiven. Each individual member holds personal 
communion with the Divine Head. To Him immediately he is responsible,
